A copy of the Wiarus containing 
the alleged libelous article was in 
F a th e r G r a h a m ’s possession yester­ 
day and the article was translated 
in the office of the prosecuting a t ­ 
torney by Father Moron, pastor of 
St. Peter and Paul’s church. 
The 
statements in the paper are alleged 
to hav e been writted by Wiejowski 


and \Vieczorek, and the principal 
charge it contains is that the pastor 
of St. Patrick’s church ir, the father 
of fiv e children. 
It is claimed that 
the article has the names of W ie­ 
jowski and Wieczorek signed to it. 
Father Graham was seen by a re­ 
porter last night and said

thirty-two 
miles long and every cross-tie is 
laid in the dirt— not a culvert nor a 
bridge in the whole stretch.

are no culverts.
